BOSTON  YOUNG  MEN’S  CHRISTIAN  UNION. 


18  Boylston  Street. 


The  society  was  instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated 
under  its  present  name  in  1852.  After  a  successful 
existence  of  twelve  years,  its  work  was  temporarily 
discontinued  in  consequence  of  the  interruption  caused 
by  the  Civil  War.  The  work  was  resumed  again  in 
1868  under  its  present  auspices,  and  rooms  were 
provided  at  No.  12  West  Street.  These  soon  proving 
too  small  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  larger  ones 
were  taken  in  the  fall  of  1868  at  what  was  then 
No.  300  Washington  Street,  corner  of  Suffolk  Place, 
where  the  whole  building  above  the  first  floor  was 
eventually  occupied.  These  premises  also  proving 
inadequate,  it  became  necessary  again  to  move  and 
enlarge  the  accommodation.  A  suitable  lot  of  land 
having  been  found,  a  public  appeal  was  made  in  the 
spring  of  1874  for  funds  with  which  to  purchase  the 
land  and  erect  a  building  for  the  society.  By  the 
generosity  of  its  friends,  the  necessary  amount  with 
which  to  begin  the  work  was  speedily  secured;  and 
the  present  building  was  completed,  and  dedicated  to 
the  use  of  the  Union  March  15,  1876.  By  the  gen¬ 
erous  legacy  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton,  a  Life 
Member,  supplemented  by  a  free-will  offering  of  many 
friends,  the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (December  10) 
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to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebtedness.  The 
enlarged  facilities  not  only  increased  the  power  of 
the  Union  in  various  fields  of  benevolent  work  at 
home  and  abroad,  but  the  greatly  augmented  member¬ 
ship  tested  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity.  In 
1882,  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Union  and  the  growing  and  pressing  need 
of  still  larger  accommodations,  the  society  found  that 
the  building  was  still  not  spacious  enough,  and  an 
enlargement  was  deemed  necessary.  An  appeal  was 
made  to  its  numerous  friends,  who  promptly  responded; 
and  the  addition  to  the  building  was  made,  and  dedi¬ 
cated  May  28,  1883. 

The  extension  has  a  frontage  of  seventy-two  feet 
on  Boylston  Square,  so  that  now  the  Union  Building 
has  light  from  all  four  sides,  and  covers  over  eleven 
thousand  feet. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  officers  of  the  society  is  to 
make  the  Rooms,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible,  a 
home  for  young  men  ;  to  offer  every  possible  attraction 
in  the  shape  of  books,  papers,  games,  pleasant  com¬ 
panions,  classes,  public  religious  services,  lectures, 
dramatic  and  musical  entertainments,  and  other  means 
of  instruction  and  recreation. 

Without  ever  losing  sight  of  its  special  work,  the 
Union  has  always  been  ready  to  discharge  its  duty  to 
the  community  by  such  general  benevolent  work  as 
may  come  within  its  scope. 

In  this  branch  of  outside  work,  the  officers  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  members  and  committees  of 
ladies  who  have  labored  indefatigably  and  successfully. 
Among  these  special  objects  may  be  mentioned  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  needy  chil¬ 
dren,  the  Rides  for  Invalids,  and  Country  Week  for 
poor  children. 
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In  addition  to  these  are  the  occasions  when,  at 
times  of  disaster  abroad,  the  Rooms  have  been  made 
a  depot  for  the  receipt  of  contributions  and  a  source 
for  the  distribution  of  relief. 

LOCATION. 

The  building  is  situated  on  Boylston  Street,  corner 
of  Tam  worth  Street,  near  Tremont  Street,  overlooking 
the  Common,  and  has  also  a  frontage  on  Boylston 
Square  with  an  entrance  opposite  Washington  Street. 

It  is  open  to  air  and  light  on  every  side,  and  nearly 
all  the  various  lines  of  horse-cars  pass  the  door. 

ROOMS. 

The  Reception  Room  is  at  the  head  of  the  first 
flight  of  stairs  from  Boylston  Street,  with  side  windows 
opening  upon  Tam  worth  Street,  formerly  called  Lowell 
Place.  The  members  and  all  other  persons  visiting 
the  Union  enter  here,  and  from  this  room  pass  to  the 
other  portions  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  society. 
It  contains  the  desks  of  the  Curator  and  Librarian, 
and  facilities  for  checking  the  garments  of  members. 
It  is  also  supplied  with  tables  for  checkers  and  dom¬ 
inos,  an  aquarium,  a  case  containing  a  nearly  com¬ 
plete  collection  of  the  birds  of  New  England,  and  the 
leading  Boston  daily  newspapers  on  file.  The  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  society  is  here  transacted,  strangers  and 
others  desiring  information  are  received,  and  such 
attentions  are  afforded  as  are  in  the  power  of  the 
Union  to  furnish.  This  room  is  open  every  day,  in 
eluding  Sundays,  from  8  o’clock  a.m.  to  io  o’clock  p.m. 

The  Union  Sitting  Room,  connected  with  this 
room,  is  in  front  on  Boylston  Street,  and  commands 
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a  fine  view  of  the  Common.  It  is  pleasantly  fur¬ 
nished,  has  a  piano,  and  is  intended  to  be  a  social 
room  for  members.  It  contains  a  cabinet  of  collec¬ 
tions  of  minerals,  insects,  etc.  Adjoining  the  Sitting 
Room  is  a  side  room  for  similar  purposes,  and  for 
chess-playing. 

The  President  and  Directors’  Room,  connected 
with  the  Reception  Room  in  the  rear,  is  used  for  the 
business  purposes  of  the  society.  It  commands  a  view 
of  the  entire  floor. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  is  in  the  L,  and 
is  also  connected  with  the  Reception  Room.  It  is 
lighted  with  windows  on  three  sides,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  library  of  about  ten  thousand  volumes,  with  the 
leading  magazines,  religious  papers  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions,  illustrated,  weekly,  and  daily  newspapers.  The 
Library  Room  has  been  enlarged,  so  that  it  now  has 
a  capacity  for  from  forty  thousand  to  fifty  thousand 
volumes,  and  is  the  largest  reading-room  in  Boston, 
being  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  long  and  having 
five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space.  Members  can  at 
all  times  take  books  from  the  shelves  and  read  them 
in  the  room,  the  Library  thus  becoming  so  attractive 
that  many  are  induced  to  spend  their  time  in  reading 
who  would  not  do  so,  unless  the  books  were  placed, 
as  it  were,  in  their  hands.  Books  can  also  be  taken 
away  under  the  ordinary  regulations. 

Correspondence. —  Facilities  for  correspondence 
are  furnished  to  members  in  connection  with  the 
Library. 

The  Union  Study,  also  opening  from  the  Library, 
is  supplied  with  books  of  reference  accessible  to  mem¬ 
bers  at  all  times. 
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The  Toilet  Room,  with  bathing-rooms  attached, 
is  down  a  rear  flight  of  stairs  from  the  Reception 
Room. 

The  Gymnasium,  another  flight  below,  on  the 
ground  floor,  is  spacious  and  lighted  on  every  side. 
The  improvements  in  1883  added  nearly  three  thou¬ 
sand  feet  of  floor  space,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  complete  gymnasiums  in  the  country. 
It  is  136  feet  in  length,  and  covers  6,200  superficial 
feet,  exclusive  of  dressing-rooms,  or  in  all  over  10,000 
feet.  It  is  provided  with  bath-rooms,  large  dressing- 
rooms,  and  is  furnished  with  a  great  variety  of  new 
apparatus  of  the  most  approved  patterns.  Dressing- 
boxes  are  free ;  and  the  members  are  entitled  to  the 
use  of  the  tub  and  sponge  baths,  which  are  provided 
with  hot  and  cold  water.  Instruction  is  afforded  to 
the  members  by  a  well-qualified  superintendent,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Montgomery,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Brown,  A.B.,  as  Director. 

Members  of  the  Union  become  entitled  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  seven  dollars  per  year  to  the  use  of  the  Gym¬ 
nasium  at  all  times  when  open.  Four  dollars  per  year 
entitle  them  to  its  use  after  7  o’clock  p.m. 

Committee  Rooms  connect  with  the  Parlor  and 
each  other  by  wide  doors,  and  are  used,  as  well  as 
other  smaller  rooms,  as  occasion  requires. 

Five  large  and  three  small  Class  Rooms  were  gained 
by  the  addition  to  the  building  in  1883. 

The  Union  Hall  is  reached  by  two  easy  flights 
from  Boylston  Street,  as  well  as  by  a  spiral  staircase 
from  the  Reception  Room,  and  has  an  exit  on  Boyl¬ 
ston  Square.  It  is  furnished  with  folding  seats,  and 
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is  capable,  with  the  gallery,  of  seating  five  hundred 
and  twenty-six  people.  The  stage,  which  was  enlarged 
and  improved  in  1883,  is  thirty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty- 
nine  feet  deep,  with  a  proscenium  twenty-one  feet, 
and  is  the  largest  private  stage  in  the  city.  It  is  ad¬ 
mirably  adapted  for  concerts,  lectures,  and  dramatic 
performances,  for  which  it  is  provided  with  new  and 
appropriate  scenery.  Connected  with  the  stage  are 
large  and  convenient  anterooms  and  dressing-rooms, 
with  a  separate  entrance  from  Boylston  Square.  The 
hall  is  used  for  religious  services,  lectures,  entertain¬ 
ments,  and  other  public  purposes  of  the  society,  and 
is  also  let  for  similar  purposes  when  not  used  by  the 
society. 

Eaton  Hall  is  connected  with  The  Union  Hall  by 
double  folding-doors,  so  that  the  two  halls  may  be 
used  together,  if  desired ;  and  it  is  also  used  for  the 
ordinary  purposes  of  the  society.  It  will  seat  about 
one  hundred  persons.  This  hall  was  named  Eaton 
Hall  in  memory  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton. 

Norcross  Hall,  which  was  gained  by  the  addition 
to  the  building,  is  lighted,  with  windows  opening  on 
Boylston  Square.  It  has  a  large  stage  and  anteroom, 
and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five.  This  hall  was  named  Norcross  Hall  in  memory 
of  the  late  Hon.  Otis  Norcross. 

The  Union  Parlor,  reached  from  the  Reception 
Room  by  the  spiral  staircase  or  by  the  main  stairway, 
is  in  front,  with  a  view  of  the  Common.  It  is  fur¬ 
nished  in  a  pleasant,  homelike  manner,  and  contains 
a  piano,  megalethoscope,  kaleidoscope,  pictures,  etc. 


RELIGIOUS  SERVICES,  CLASSES,  ETC.

To  promote  further  the  objects  of  the  society,  pub¬ 
lic  religious  services,  followed  by  social  singing,  on  a 
portion  of  the  evenings,  are  held  regularly  Sunday 
evenings  in  The  Union  Hall.  Classes  are  formed  for 
the  study  of  German,  French,  Spanish,  Book-keeping, 
Penmanship,  Sketching,  Vocal  Music,  Elocution,  Pho¬ 
nography,  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  English  Lit¬ 
erature,  Science,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Physiology,  and 
other  branches.  Practical  talks  on  matters  of  Science, 
Political  Economy,  History,  English  Language,  Bank¬ 
ing,  and  Art,  are  given,  also  Essays  in  Practical  Ethics, 
and  frequent  Lectures,  Readings,  Dramatic,  Musical, 
and  other  entertainments. 

BENEVOLENT  AND  CHARITABLE  WORK. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Benev¬ 
olent  Action,  benevolent  and  charitable  work  is  carried 
on  in  various  departments. 

The  Employment  Bureau  aids  members,  and 
others,  in  getting  employment.  All  persons  who  can 
furnish  employment,  or  who  know  of  vacancies  to  be 
filled,  confer  a  great  favor  by  communicating  with  this 
Bureau. 

The  Boarding-House  Department  endeavors  to 
provide  good  boarding-places,  at  a  moderate  price,  for 
those  desiring  them. 

A  Committee  on  Churches  provides  members 
with  seats  in  any  church  of  the  city  which  they  desire  to 
attend,  free,  or  at  a  moderate  expense ,  and  renders  such 
other  services  as  are  in  its  power. 
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A  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing,  given  for  the  purpose,  to  worthy 
young  men  needing  such  assistance. 

A  Committee  visits  and  cares  for  members,  when 
sick. 

Benevolent  and  Charitable  Work  of  various 
kinds  is  carried  on  by  committees  of  members  of  the 
Union  and  the  Ladies’  Committees. 

A  Committee  on  the  Country  Week  sends  poor 
children  into  the  country  for  vacations  of  ten  days  or 
a  fortnight. 

The  Invalid  Rides  Department  furnishes  car¬ 
riages  for  drives  in  the  suburbs,  to  convalescents,  in  the 
hospitals  and  elsewhere. 

Young  men,  without  regard  to  their  religious  belief 
or  associations,  are  cordially  invited  to  become  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  society,  and  to  co-operate  in  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  its  purposes. 

The  fee  for  Annual  Membership  is  one  dollar  ;  for 
Subscription  Membership ,  five  dollars  ;  for  Life  Mem¬ 
bership ,  twenty-five  dollars.  A  subscription  mem¬ 
bership  for  five  successive  years  constitutes  a  life 
membership. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  success  of  the  society, 
who  are  willing  to  aid  it  by  contributions ,  professional 
services  as  teachers ,  by  engaging  in  its  charitable  and 
betievolent  work ,  or  in  any  other  way ,  will  confer  a 
favor  by  communicating  with  any  of  its  officers  or 
committees,  or  proffering  their  assistance  at  the 
Rooms.

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COMMITTEE  ON  LECTURES,  CLASSES,  AND 
ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertainments  the  past 
year  have  been  of  usual  interest,  and  the  benefits  and 
pleasure  derived  from  these  useful  and  instructive 
courses  are  more  apparent  every  year. 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  to  pre¬ 
sent  subjects  that  will  attract  the  attention  and  receive 
the  commendation  of  the  members  of  the  Union,  and 
their  consideration  in  this  direction  has  always  been 
jealously  guarded.  The  bulletins  and  cards  issued 
during  the  past  year  have  stated  the  arrangements 
made  in  this  department  by  the  Committee,  and  they 
are  happy  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Union  to  the  lists  published  in  this 
Report. 

The  subjects  introduced  at  the  several  courses  of 
Lectures  have  embraced  topics  of  importance  and 
interest.  They  were  as  follows :  Literary  Men  and 
Poets,  Education,  Electricity,  Astronomy,  Reading  and 
Elocution,  Journalism  and  Music,  the  condition  of 
Foreign  Countries,  Cities  and  Countries  of  Europe 
(illustrated),  New  Sections  of  our  Country  and  Canada 
(illustrated),  “  The  Economic  Relations  of  Capital  to 
Labor  in  Modern  Industry,”  the  Australian  Ballot 
System.  Many  of  these  Lectures  were  specially  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  Union,  and  were  given  by  gentlemen 
thoroughly  competent  to  instruct  and  interest,  being 
fully  acquainted  with  their  subjects.  The  various 
courses  have  been  of  great  value  to  the  members  of 
the  Union.  To  many  of  the  Lectures  the  public  have 
been  invited. :  The  classes  have  been  in  charge  of 
competent  instructors. 
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On  Wednesday  evenings  a  series  of  interesting  en¬ 
tertainments  have  been  given.  All  of  these  have  been 
arranged  for  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  the  members  of 
the  Union,  who  with  their  lady  friends  have  been 
invited. 

The  amount  and  variety  of  work  accomplished  in  this 
department  during  the  past  year  are  shown  by  the 
following  statistics :  — 

Twenty-one  (21)  Classes,  with  a  membership  of 
six  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (639) ;  nineteen  Literary 
Lectures;  ten  Practical  Talks  (Saturday  evenings); 
Reading  of  Dickens’s  “Christmas  Carol”;  nineteen 
rehearsals  of  sacred  music,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
B.  A.  Robinson.  On  Wednesday  evenings,  eighteen 
Concerts  and  Readings,  three  Illustrated  Lectures, 
seven  Dramatic  Entertainments,  one  Entertainment  (a 
Parlor  Seance),  one  Entertainment  of  Reading  by  the 
Union  Class  in  Elocution,  Thanksgiving  Dinner,  Pub¬ 
lic  Reception  and  Anniversary,  thirty-seventh  year. 

The  total  number  of  Lectures  and  Entertainments  in 
this  department  was  sixty. 

The  Committee  has  had  the  co-operation  of  the 
President  of  the  Union  in  arranging  the  several 
courses  of  Lectures,  and  the  assistance  of  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Government  in  carrying  out  this 
work,  and  the  most  valuable  assistance  from  the  great 
number  of  friends  who  have  given  their  services,  and 
thus  contributed  so  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  Union.

The  class  term  for  the  past  season  began  about 
November  i,  and  continued  until  the  last  of  March. 
Thirteen  branches  were  taught,  there  were  twenty-one 
classes,  and  eighteen  teachers  were  employed. 

The  lessons  in  each  class  have  been  weekly,  and  the 
period  covered  has  been  twenty  weeks.  No  occasion 
has  been  found  for  changing  the  methods  of  the  Union 
tuition  during  the  past  term,  and  the  classes  have  been 
conducted  on  the  same  general  principles  as  before. 
Members  of  the  Union,  upon  application  for  class 
membership,  have  been  assessed  one  dollar  each,  and 
have  received  class-cards  entitling  to  admission  to 
specified  classes,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term 
granting  a  return  of  the  fee,  less  ten  cents  for  each 
unexcused  absence.  Ladies  have  been  welcomed  to 
most  of  the  classes  upon  payment  of  the  same  fee, 
not  returnable. 
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The  Union  has  had  the  good  fortune  to  retain  for 
another  year  most  of  its  excellent  corps  of  instructors, 
but  removals  from  town  have  necessitated  a  few 
changes. 

The  place  of  Mr.  W.  A.  England,  long  esteemed  as 
our  drawing-master,  was  very  satisfactorily  filled  by 
two  young  men  from  the  Normal  Art  School,  Mr. 
Rudolph  Guenther  taking  the  class  in  Free-hand  Draw¬ 
ing,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Frizzel  that  in  Mechanical  Draw¬ 
ing.  Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Committee  and  of  the 
pupils  of  Mr.  Francis  E.  Brooks,  we  were  not  able  to 
secure  his  services  for  the  third  year  in  the  English 
Literature  Class ;  and  the  position  of  its  teacher 
was  occupied  by  Mr.  Frank  Parsons,  who  assumed 
charge  of  this  interesting  class  with  laudable  zeal  and 
devotion. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Stanard,  who  was  absent  from  us  last 
year,  returned  again  to  his  post  as  teacher  of  Physiol¬ 
ogy  and  Hygiene ;  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  his 
superior  qualifications  for,  and  hearty  interest  in  this 
work  could  not  have  been  enjoyed  by  a  larger  class. 

Our  excellent  teacher  of  Spanish,  Mr.  W.  G.  de 
Coligny,  when  about  half  through  the  course  was 
called  to  accept  an  important  position  in  Central 
America.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding 
a  person  competent  to  carry  on  the  work,  as  good 
teachers  of  this  tongue  are  rare  in  Boston ;  but  Mr. 
de  Coligny  himself  finally  secured  for  us  Mr.  R.  S. 
Sturgis,  a  gentleman  who  has  proved  entirely  equal  to 
the  undertaking,  and  who  has  admirably  carried  the 
class  through. 

With  the  above-mentioned  exceptions,  no  changes 
have  been  made  in  our  list,  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  at  least,  is  a  most  superior  one.  No 
pains  have  been  spared  to  secure  first-class  teachers 
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and  to  offer  through  them  the  best  of  instruction.  It 
remains  for  the  public  to  avail  itself  of  these  advan¬ 
tages  and  to  show  appreciation  of  these  efforts  to 
educate  and  to  entertain. 

Agreeable  incidents  in  our  course  have  been  the 
elocutionary  exhibition  and  the  visit  to  Mrs.  Fields. 
On  the  evening  of  March  27,  Professor  Bickford’s 
large  class  gave  its  annual  exhibition  in  The  Union 
Hall,  and,  in  a  series  of  readings  varied  by  dramatic 
scenes,  gave  evidence  of  the  value  of  their  training  to 
a  large  and  delighted  audience.  Earlier  in  the  season, 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Fields  invited  the  class  in  English  Litera¬ 
ture  to  pass  an  evening  at  her  home  on  Charles  Street, 
where  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  most  hospitably 
entertained  by  Mrs.  Fields  and  Miss  Sarah  Orne  Jew¬ 
ett,  and  where  the  treasures  of  that  literary  museum 
were  displayed,  to  the  general  interest  and  enjoyment, 
by  the  gracious  and  generous  hostesses. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  prize  offered  by 
Mr.  Whittemore,  our  excellent  writing-master,  for  prog¬ 
ress  in  penmanship.  It  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Benjamin 
Pearson  of  this  city. 

Practical  Talks,  Seventeenth  Annual  Series. — 
J"his  popular  course  of  Lectures  has  again  filled  the 
desire  of  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  the  Union 
and  friends  for  clear  and  decisive  explanations  of  in¬ 
teresting  topics  of  the  day. 

So  many  of  these  subjects  are  only  open  under¬ 
standing^  to  the  student  and  specialist  that  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  offering  concise  and  intelligible  explanations  in 
familiar  style  is  amply  recognized  by  the  large  and 
enthusiastic  audience.  In  the  opinion  of  many  compe¬ 
tent  judges,  the  Committee  have  offered  a  course  of 
extraordinary  interest  and  value  during  the  season. 
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Seven  of  these  Talks  have  had  the  value  of  pictorial 
illustration  by  the  ever-popular  stereopticon.  The  sub¬ 
ject  of  Electricity  was  fully  explained  by  the  use  of 
ingenious  apparatus,  and  the  cosmosphere  brought  the 
“starry  lamps  of  heaven”  before  a  delighted  audience 
for  contemplation  and  study.

Making  in  all  a  course  of  instructive  lectures  running 
through  a  term  of  twenty-two  weeks,  and  attracting  in¬ 
terested  audiences.  Indeed,  the  various  topics  em¬ 
braced  under  the  title  of  Lectures,  as  offered  by  the 
Union,  serve  as  an  education  in  prominent  questions 
of  the  past  and  present  times,  which  seems  to  be 
eagerly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Union. 

The  Committee  in  charge  find  a  lively  encouragement 
for  the  continuance  of  this  mode  of  instruction,  at 
once  so  satisfactory  to  both  speaker  and  listener.  As 
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new  interests  arise,  or  new  light  is  thrown  upon  the 
events  already  recorded  in  history,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Union  may  continue  to  place  before  its  mem¬ 
bers  the  best  obtainable  thought  and  experience  as  a 
valuable  portion  of  its  work. 

Entertainments. —  This  department  covers  quite  a 
large  field  of  work.  The  season  is  an  extended  one 
(from  October  to  June),  and  is  attended  with  many 
agreeable  features,  both  to  those  who  attend  the  enter¬ 
tainments  and  to  the  Committee  who  have  them  in 
charge.  They  bring  the  members  of  the  Union  and 
the  Committee  together  once  a  week  for  a  large  part 
of  the  year,  and  it  introduces  to  their  notice  most 
agreeable  artists  who  most  cheerfully  give  their  ser¬ 
vices  and  their  best  efforts  to  make  the  occasions 
worthy  of  the  institution  and  in  keeping  with  the 
pleasant  surroundings  which  have  been  so  generously 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Union. 

The  character  of  the  entertainments  has  been  of 
a  high  order,  and  it  has  always  been  the  intention  to 
make  them  popular  in  their  composition  and  tone. 
They  have  always  been  a  marked  feature  in  the  work 
of  the  Union,  and  they  hold  a  place  and  meet  a  want 
which  makes  them  indispensable. 

The  Union  is  particularly  fortunate  in  possessing  a 
well-equipped  stage,  which,  for  size,  appointments,  and 
convenience,  surpasses  that  of  any  other  private  insti¬ 
tution  in  the  city ;  and,  with  the  help  of  these  splendid 
equipments,  a  most  enjoyable  entertainment  is  given 
once  a  month  during  the  season.  The  majority  of  the 
entertainments  are  concerts  and  readings,  and  the  oc¬ 
casional  dramatic  adds  to  the  popularity  of  the  series. 
It  is  very  gratifying  that  all  the  entertainments  attract 
so  much  attention,  and  are  so  fully  attended  by  the 
members  of  the  Union  and  lady  friends. 
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The  Committee  again  thank  the  large  numbef  of 
friends,  both  professional  and  amateur,  who  have  so 
kindly  assisted  at  these  entertainments. 

On  each  Wednesday  evening  The  Union  Bulletin 
has  been  issued ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  programme, 
its  columns  have  announced  everything  of  importance 
to  take  place  the  following  week  in  all  departments 
of  the  work  of  the  Union.  The  Union  Bulletin  has 
also  been  issued  Saturday  evenings  during  the  lecture 
season,  and  also  on  many  other  special  occasions. 
The  entertainments  have  been  in  The  Union  Hall 
on  Wednesday  evenings.  Tickets  have  been  issued 
for  the  free  admission  of  one  member  and  lady  to  all 
except  the  dramatic  entertainments.  To  these  a 
charge  of  fifteen  cents,  or  two  tickets  for  twenty-five 
cents,  has  been  made  to  cover  necessary  expenses.

force  of  carvers,  and  to  the  President  and  his  associates 
upon  the  Board  of  Government  for  their  interest  in  the 
success  of  this  happy  occasion,  and  for  their  general 
interest  in  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  many 
young  people  who  are  reached  and  benefited  by  the 
Union. 

Public  Anniversary  Reception  (37th  year). — The 
Anniversary  Day  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  has  for  many  years  been  an  event  in  its  calen¬ 
dar  that  has  afforded  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
to  its  friends.  The  general  interest  and  approval  of 
the  work  of  the  Union  as  manifested  on  these  occa¬ 
sions  have  given  the  Board  of  Government  new  en- 
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couragement  to  exercise  their  energies  in  carrying  it 
forward. 

The  anniversary  comes  at  a  season  of  the  year  when 
all  the  departments  of  the  Union  have  rendered  their 
reports;  and  these  afford  an  opportunity  to  the  public 
to  learn  what  is  being  done  for  the  young  men  who  are 
members  of  the  Union,  and  also  for  the  large  number 
of  young  people  and  others  in  our  city  who  are  thus 
favored. 

The  reception  brings  to  the  Union  Building  a  large 
number  of  people  who  fully  enjoy  the  many  pleasant 
and  commodious  rooms ;  and  they  evidently  appreciate 
the  profit,  pleasure,  and  comfort  thus  provided  for  the 
young  men  who  use  them  constantly. 

On  the  thirty-seventh  (37th)  anniversary  of  the  so¬ 
ciety,  the  building  was  thronged  with  the  friends  and 
members  of  the  Union.  The  visitors  were  received  by 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Union.  In  the 
Library,  the  Boston  Cadet  Orchestra  gave  a  fine  con¬ 
cert.  Vocal  selections  were  brilliantly  rendered  by 
the  Brown  University  Glee  Club.  In  The  Union  Hall, 
the  exercises  consisted  of  an  address  of  welcome  to 
the  many  friends  assembled  by  the  President  of  the 
Union,  Mr.  William  H.  Baldwin ;  and,  as  it  was  the 
intention  that  the  occasion  should  be  of  a  social  and 
informal  character,  no  speakers  were  introduced. 

The  Glee  Club  and  the  orchestra  entertained  the 
large  audience  who  were  in  attendance.  The  Gym¬ 
nasium  offered  entertainment  to  a  large  number  of 
people,  the  Gymnasium  Rooms  being  specially  deco¬ 
rated  for  the  occasion,  and  many  of  the  best  athletes 
were  exercising.

COMMITTEE  ON  BENEVOLENT  ACTION. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  been  vigorously 
continued  during  the  past  year ;  and,  thanks  to  gener¬ 
ous  support  and  encouragement,  the  following  stated 
results  have  ensued  :  — 

The  Country  Week,  Fourteenth  Season. —  This 
charity  is  one  of  the  most  important  ones  carried  on 
by  the  Christian  Union.  Its  benefits  are  wide-reach¬ 
ing,  affecting  not  only  the  welfare  of  the  poor  of  our 
own  city,  but  exerting  a  strong  influence  upon  other 
communities,  as  evidenced  by  the  frequent  inquiries 
received  by  the  Secretary  relative  to  the  organization 
and  conduct  of  the  work.  In  1875,  the  first  children 
were  sent  out,  160  of  them;  and  since  that  date  there 
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has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  number,  over  3,000 
persons  having  been  thus  favored  during  the  summer 
of  1888.  About  360  of  these  were  adults, —  overworked 
women,  the  mothers  of  young  children,  and  shop-girls. 
A  special  effort  was  made  during  last  season  in 
behalf  of  these  shop  girls  ;  but  it  was  not  entirely  satis¬ 
factory,  owing  to  their  frequent  reluctance  to  exchange 
the  excitements  of  the  town  for  the  monotony  of  the 
country.  The  case  is  far  different  with  the  children, 
however,  and  they  will  remain  the  chief  interest ; 
while  any  older  girls  or  women  who  may  be  found  in 
need  of  a  “  Country  Week  ”  will  have  wise  considera¬ 
tion  shown  them.

Rides  for  Invalids,  Fifteenth  Season. —  In  bring¬ 
ing  to  a  close  the  work  of  the  past  year,  the  Committee 
in  charge  of  this  charity  is  most  happy  to  report  that, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  many  friends  who  have 
furnished  funds  especially  for  this  purpose,  a  large 
number  of  sick  persons  in  Boston  have  received  car¬ 
riage  drives. 

Since  making  the  last  report,  nearly  600  orders  for 
carriages  have  been  issued,  and  1,931  persons  have 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  their  use.  Carriages  have 
also  been  furnished,  as  in  previous  years,  for  special 
service  in  conveying  invalids  to  and  from  hospitals  and 
railroad  stations,  and  in  this  manner  valuable  aid  has 
been  rendered. 

The  orders  have  been  distributed  by  visitors  of  the 
Associated  Charities,  city  missionaries,  Bible  readers, 
and  others  interested  in  visiting  the  poor  and  sick  of 
our  city.

During  the  year,  1,900  round-trip  harbor  tickets^ and 
5,200  horse-car  tickets  have  been  distributed.  The 
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West  End  Street  Railway  Company  also  gave  3,100 
special  tickets  for  rides  to  Franklin  and  Marine  Parks, 
by  means  of  which  we  were  enabled  to  increase  the 
number  of  our  beneficiaries. 

The  distribution  of  horse-car  and  harbor  tickets  has 
become  a  considerable  portion  of  the  work,  and  the 
Committee  receives  many  assurances  of  the  good 
which  is  accomplished  by  their  use.  These  are  issued 
to  invalids  and  convalescents  for  rides  into  the  sub¬ 
urbs  and  to  the  seashore,  and  they  also  give  a  much 
needed  rest  and  change  during  the  hot  days  to  many 
hard- worked  women. 

Car  tickets  are  also  used  to  carry  patients  to  and 
from  dispensaries.

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  steam¬ 
boat  and  horse-car  companies  for  special  rates  for 
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tickets,  and  to  the  many  friends  who  by  donations  of 
money  and  kindly  interest  have  rendered  valuable 
assistance. 

Employment  Bureau  for  Young  Men. —  This  de¬ 
partment  has  continued  under  the  able  management  of 
Mr.  H.  C.  Bronsdon,  who  makes  the  following  state¬ 
ment  :  —

There  were  nearly  two  hundred  more  applications 
for  employment  than  last  year,  requests  for  employees 
about  fifty  less,  and  of  those  sent  to  places  and  of 
places  filled  there  was  an  excess  of  fifty  over  last  sea¬ 
son.  The  discrepancy  in  the  above  statement,  be¬ 
tween  “applications  for  employment  ”  and  “places 
filled  ”  must  not  be  regarded  as  implying  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  Bureau.  Many  applicants  are  unfitted 
for  the  positions  offered  or  desired ;  and  as  great  care 
is  taken  to  send,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  right  man 
to  the  right  place,  some  disappointments  are  unavoid¬ 
able.  This  should  not,  however,  discourage  applicants. 
There  is  always  a  chance  for  young  men  of  honesty  and 
intelligence  who  can  produce  satisfactory  references; 
and,  as  we  usually  have  such  names  on  our  lists,  em¬ 
ployers  are  invited  to  consult  them. 

Boarding  and  Lodging  Houses. —  Nearly  two  hun¬ 
dred  houses,  in  various  city  and  suburban  districts,  are 
entered  in  our  reference  book,  which  is  open  to  mem¬ 
bers  and  to  the  public,  and  which  has  been  much  con¬ 
sulted.  Careful  selections  have  been  made,  and  many 
young  men  have  profited  by  them. 
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Care  of  the  Sick. —  Invalid  members  have  received 
the  usual  attention,  and  the  Committee  is  always  glad 
to  respond  to  any  appeal  from  such  sufferers. 

Distribution  of  Clothing. —  Mr.  John  H.  Ed¬ 
wards  of  the  Committee  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Bronsdon  have 
been  in  charge  of  this  work.  Many  of  our  needy  mem¬ 
bers,  and  other  worthy  persons,  have  received  timely 
assistance  from  their  hands,  and  they  will  gratefully 
accept  any  proper  garments  which  the  charitably-in¬ 
clined  may  send  them. 

Seats  in  Churches. —  Where  members  desire  seats 
in  churches  of  any  denomination ,  assistance  in  obtain¬ 
ing  them  is  cheerfully  rendered.

Mr.  Byron  A.  Robinson,  Musical  Director, 
and  Mr.  George  Mendall  Taylor,  as  pianist  and  accom¬ 
panist,  have  faithfully  attended  to  their  official  duties 
during  the  past  year.

Webster  defines  ethics  as  “  The  science  of  human  duty, 
the  body  of  rules  of  duty  drawn  from  this  science.” 
The  building  up  of  character,  helping  to  influence  and 
educate  the  young  people  in  that  which  pertains  to  the 
religious,  moral,  and  social  life,  has  always  been  one  of 
the  most  distinctive  features  of  the  work  of  the  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Union. 

For  the  past  twelve  years,  the  courses  in  Practical 
Ethics  have  always  been  regarded  as  of  great  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  young  men  of  this  large  and  busy  city, 
The  Committee  each  year  have  not  only  invited  the 
members  of  the  Union  to  attend,  but  have  publicly  ex¬ 
tended  the  invitation  to  all  young  men  interested. 

At  the  close  of  the  essay  given  by  the  President, 
Mr.  Baldwin,  on  the  last  evening  of  this  season’s  course, 
he  said  :  — 

“  The  subjects  selected  for  this  course, —  as  in  for¬ 
mer  years, —  and  upon  which  our  friends  of  the  clergy 
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and  laity  kindly  accepted  invitations  to  speak,  were 
those  we  believed  to  be  important  in  the  great  work  of 
character-building  to  the  many  young  men  reached  and 
influenced  by  this  Christian  Union. 

“  These  subjects  have  been  treated  in  a  clear,  practi¬ 
cal  way  by  the  several  essayists.  The  deep  interest 
taken  in  this  course  has  been  plainly  manifested :  i. 
By  the  large  audiences  present  each  evening;  2.  By 
the  close  attention  given  to  each  of  the  speakers  ;  3- 
By  the  active  part  taken  by  the  young  men  in  the  in¬ 
formal  consideration  of  the  subjects  presented,  which 
has  followed  the  delivery  of  the  essay,  or  address,  of 
each  evening  of  the  course.”

COMMITTEE  ON  PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

The  Gymnasium  has  continued  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  A.  H.  Brown,  A.B.,  as  Medical  Director,  and  Mr. 
J.  W.  Montgomery,  Superintendent,  the  latter  being 
assisted  by  Messrs.  A.  B.  and  W.  H.  Lyon. 

The  membership  on  March  31  was  one  thousand  and 
sixty-two. 

The  already  very  complete  equipment  was  increased 
by  the  addition  of  one  rope  ladder  and  a  number  of  an 
improved  pattern  of  chest  weights,  the  Gymnasium  still 
being,  in  reference  to  careful  selection  of  safe  appara¬ 
tus  and  thorough  attention  to  complete  muscular  de¬ 
velopment,  the  most  completely  equipped  of  any  in  the 
country. 

Two  exceedingly  creditable  exhibitions  by  members 
of  the  Gymnasium  were  given  on  the  evenings  of  De¬ 
cember  14  and  March  1. 

The  physical  examinations  have  been  continued,  five 
hundred  and  fifty  members  taking  advantage  thereof. 
In  addition  to  which,  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
applicants  for  positions  in  the  Fire  Department  and  two 
hundred  and  eighty-six  in  the  Police  Department  have 
taken  the  examination  as  required  under  the  rules  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  Gymnasium  was  closed  as  usual  for  a  short 
time  during  the  summer,  for  the  annual  repairs. 

The  management  have,  as  in  the  past,  done  all  in

their  power  to  encourage  exercise  tending  toward  a 
legitimate,  healthy  development  of  the  body,  and  have 
discouraged  all  tendency  toward  what  is  generally 
termed  professional  as  distinguished  from  amateur 
athletics.

„  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTMAS  AND 
NEW  YEAR’S  FESTIVAL. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Christmas  and  New  Year’s 
Festival  for  needy  and  worthy  children  was  given  in 
The  Union  Hall  on  Saturday  afternoon,  Dec.  29,  1888. 

The  number  of  children  invited  to  be  present  at  the 
Festival  was  636,  the  largest  number  ever  invited  during 
the  history  of  this  most  deserving  charity. 

From  the  experience  gained  in  past  years,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  determined  to  increase  the  work  of  this  year’s 
Festival  and  to  provide  for  a  larger  number  of  children 
to  be  present  on  that  day  than  in  former  years,  and 
therefore  to  omit  the  Saturday  relief.  Only  a  com¬ 
mittee  as  well  organized  and  as  well  informed  of  the 
needs  of  the  children  who  are  the  recipients  of  this 
charity  would  be  willing  and  able  to  add  to  their  al¬ 
ready  arduous  work.  The  extra  labor  was  cheerfully 
performed,  and  the  Festival  was  a  most  successful  one. 

As  in  former  years  four  Committees  took  charge  of 
the  work,  as  follows :  on  Invitations,  Presents,  Refresh¬ 
ments,  Tree  and  Entertainment.  Each  Committee  had 
its  chairman,  and  all  were  under  the  direction  of  one  of 
the  Directors  of  the  Union.  At  the  general  meeting 
of  the  Committees  held  Saturday  afternoon,  December 
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i,  in  the  Union  parlors,  the  Festival  was  arranged,  and 
each  Committee  assigned  its  part  of  the  work.  From 
that  time  to  the  day  of  the  Festival,  the  Committees 
were  constantly  engaged ;  and,  when  the  day  of  the 
Festival  arrived,  all  the  details  were  completed,  and  in 
order. 

At  the  Festival  all  of  the  Committees  were  in  at¬ 
tendance,  and  were  assisted  by  a  large  number  of  their 
friends. 

The  children  were  received  by  the  Invitation  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  seated  in  The  Union  Hall  by  the  ushers. 
The  Tree  and  Entertainment  Committee  gave  the  chil¬ 
dren  an  hour  of  enjoyable  amusement.  The  Refresh¬ 
ment  Committee  provided  an  abundance  of  eatables, 
and  the  Present  Committee  distributed  to  the  children 
the  large  bundle  of  clothing  and  useful  articles  that 
had  been  prepared  for  them,  according  to  their  individ- 
ual  needs. 

The  generous  response  to  the  circular  issued,  solicit¬ 
ing  contributions  of  money,  clothing,  boots  and  shoes, 
books,  toys,  etc.,  enabled  the  Committee  to  provide 
generously  for  the  children. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Festival,  Mr.  W.  F.  Whit¬ 
comb,  of  the  Committee  on  Entertainment,  welcomed 
the  children,  and  was  followed  by  President  Baldwin, 
who  spoke  very  kindly  to  them,  explaining  to  them  in 
part  the  preparation  that  had  been  made  for  their  en¬ 
joyment  and  benefit. 

The  entertainment  was  as  follows  :  music  by  an  or¬ 
chestra  from  the  Boston  Cadet  Band  ;  songs  by  Mrs. 
Louise  Baldwin  Powers ;  humorous  readings  by  Miss 
Minnie  Marshall ;  legerdemain  by  Mr.  B.  Milton 
Chase  ;  singing  by  the  children,  led  by  Mr.  Thomas  W. 
Henry,  cornet  soloist ;  and  a  Christmas  play,  entitled 
“  The  Big  Christmas  Tree  and  the  Little  Ones,”  intro- 
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ducing  Santa  Claus  and  a  beautifully  decorated  Christ¬ 
mas  tree  of  very  large  proportions.  From  the  tree 
gifts  were  distributed  to  the  children  as  they  left  the 
Hall. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  in  the  preparations 
of  the  Festival  was  the  making  up  of  the  bundles  of 
presents  each  child  was  to  receive.  They  were  not 
made  indiscriminately,  but  the  Committee  were  in¬ 
formed  of  the  useful  articles  that  were  needed  by  the 
children  for  their  health  and  comfort.  This  informa¬ 
tion  was  procured  through  the  Invitation  Committee, 
who  made  it  a  part  of  their  work  to  find  out  the  imme¬ 
diate  wants  of  each  child.  A  record  was  made  of  it, 
and  these  wants  were  faithfully  supplied.  Besides  use¬ 
ful  articles  of  clothing,  books  and  toys  were  added  to 
the  bundles.  The  bundles  were  numbered,  and  the 
children  receiving  them  held  cards  with  numbers  cor¬ 
responding.  The  bundles  were  given  out  when  the 
children  were  ready  to  leave  the  building  for  their 
homes.

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Trustees  of  the  Per¬ 
manent  Fund  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  ”  the  sum  of 


CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “  Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual ,  Subscription ,  and  Life  Me?nbers. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society ;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars ,  or  more 
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annually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription  mem¬ 
bers  ;  and  all  persons  so  qualified  and  admitted,  who  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual 
instalments,  shall  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
Directors,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer,  and  six  additional  members,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Vacancies  occur¬ 
ring  from  any  cause  in  said  offices  may  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors ;  and  any  officers  so  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  next  regular  election  by  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  committees 
from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  pro¬ 
mote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
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temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April ;  and 
other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
days  of  July,  October,  and  January.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time  ;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  whenever  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any  seventeen  mem¬ 
bers,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be 
held ;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  previously  given  reason¬ 
able  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund; 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

A  mendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at  least, 
prior  to  that  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
notify  members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board ;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they  shall  deem 
fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to  which  it 
is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows  :  — 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. —  They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 
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and  superintending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. —  They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion ;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments,  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. —  They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. —  They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. —  They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new 
members. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. —  They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. —  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within  or 
outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 
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8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. —  They  shall 
have  the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic 
sports,  and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the 
members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer . 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly  Re¬ 
port  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board,  or 
approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee  under 
whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 

X. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  assent  thereto ;  but  no  alteration,  addition,  or 
amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.
